Self-knowledge is the foundation of a 
wisdom; is the guiding star of all research 
into the hidden mysteries of exletence; is 
the anchor on which we can hope only for 
a definite or absolute underatanding of 
facia.

THE JANUARY FORUM. 

Has, among other interesting, instructive 
and progressive articles, one on “Magnet- 
ism and Hypnotism,” by Dr. J, M. Char- 
cot,of Paris, the greatest living authority 
on this subject. We can hardly do justice 
to the article in a condensed statement:

“Early ip the m ning we started to 
go sud see the JWellingtonta gigantea. 
We were not incredulous; but [ confess 
that I had never thoroughly believed 
In the Hriiingtonia of the Crystal Pal- 
ace at Sydenham. 

“After two hours of climbiag by wind- 
Ing paths, we arrived at the summit, 
where these beautiful trees stand. We 
were obliged then to yleld to the evl- 
dence before us. No words can give an 
idea of the sight whleh met our eyes; 

was perfecly overwhelmed. We 
lonked like plgmues bealde these giant of 
the vegatable world Our most m jentie 
oaks, the Joftiest firs of the Alps and 
the Pyrenees, the gum trees of Aus- 
tralla, would look like dwarfs in thelr 
shad ow. 

“There are 612 of them, almost Jn one 
clump, rislog like gigantic columns 300 
feet high. While seeing them you can 
do nothing but admire. But I must 
give you a few figures; and here are 
thoae published by the Scientific Com- 
miasion seut by the State to measure 
these trees. 

"Toe ‘Grizzly,’ which la the firat, ts 
36 feet in diameter, and 360 feet bigh. 
The first branch is 230 feet from tie 
ground. All tbose which surround it 
wre of nearly the same dimensions, 
What centuries must have been needed 
for them to rise 60 high above the vir 
gin forest! But only thlok of 300 feet! 
—twlice the height of the tower of St. 
Jacques! higher thao the cross on the 
dome of the Invalides! and the summit 
of the towers of Notre Dime might te 
sheltered under its lowest branch! 

“Thirty-six feet. if I misgtske not, is a 
very gored length for a ballroom in 
Paris, Fincy, then, a ferfectly round 
room, 108 feet in circumlerence, hol- 
lowed out of a single tree, and the floor 
of this room made in one plece! Ia not 
thia wonderful? 

“We spent a long time in this ex- 
traordinary wood, worthy of (he days 
of the Titane. Unfortunately the Iudi- 
ans used to encamp here formerly, and 
the fires Ngbted at the foot of many of 
the trees have left large charred 
patcbes on thelr thick bark. But the 
sap of these monarchs of vegetation, 
eternal as their eternal verdure, has 
withstood time and fire. Four, how- 
ever, have fallen. Ou one of them we 
walked four abreast along its whole 
length, and we measure: 221 feet up to 
ita firat tranch. Avother caught fire 
soon after Ita fall. The interior of the 
trunk alone was consumed; the kark, 
several feet thick, knotted, aud saturat- 
ed with damp, remained intact, We 
entered this wooden tuunel on borse- 
back, and could not touch with out- 
stretched arm the vault overhead.
